A large quantity of "pre-war” 
liquor, seized at the home of Wtt=~ 
liam Meenehan, Philadelphia cafe 
proprietor, was ordered returned by I

Pherson, of Gettysburg, substituting 
in Philadelphia, Monday. 
Meenehan was before the court 
to protest and show cause why the 
commonwealth should not condemn 
96 pint bottles of red whiskey and 
408 pint bottles of high-powered 
beer, confiscated in various rooms 
of his residence when police, under 
command of Acting Inspector John 
J. Driscoll, on October 22. 1932, 
swooped down on his home. 
Patrolman 
William Bergen tes­ 
tified he made a buy in Meene- 
han's cafe on October 27 and two 
days later returned with other of­ 
ficers and .searched both cafe and

Assistant District Attorney John ■

ficers said, Meenehan showed them 
a government permit for them. 
Shows Permit 
Meenehan produced the permit, 
dated December 7, 1920, to transport 
liquors from his place of business 
to his home. For many years prior 
to prohibition he had been engaged 
In the liquor business. He further 
• averred that it had cost him $9,000 
to transport the valuable “stuff," as 
he called It. to his home. 
He admitted, however, 
that he 
told the officers he did not have a 
permit 
for 
the 
beverages 
they 
seized 
Prosecutor Boyle told the Jury he 
didn’t think the commonwealth had 
connected Meenehan with the pur­ 
chase of liquor by the police in the 
cafe, and they were concerned only 
with the possession of the liquor 
confiscated in the home. 
He told 
them if they believed, as was con­ 
tended, that the liquor was part of 
the "old stock kept for personal 
use and to treat his friends with" 
they should order it returned, 
The jurors without leaving the 
Jury box found Meenehan was en­ 
titled to the return of the liquor. 
According to the city chemist s 
analysis, the liquor contained a high 
alcoholic content and apparently 
real stuff.*’
